The cases covered: 12 polio 
patients, 1 deformed foot, 1 O3- 
good Schiatters disease, 1 Scoliosis, 
and 6 cerebral palsy. cases. The 
Kiwanis dental clinic gave 120 
‘dental treatments to local child- 
ren. Of 296 Glades: dental treat- 
ments given, the Pahokee-Canal 
Point kids, accounted for 40 per- 
cent of the total. 

Boy Scouts, numbering 120 
whites and 24 negroes, are benefic- 
iaries. There are two white and 
one negro cub packs, three whit2 
and two negro Scout Troops, as 
well as one Senior Scout unit. 

Through the Local Welfare Fund 
161 men, women and children were 
assisted. The assistance covered 
food, medical help, clothing, school 
lunches, lights and water, Christ- 
mas toys, Thanksgiving baskets, 
school supplies, and eye glasses. 

Ten children a day, at Canal 


Point school, will need free school | 


lunches through the coming 1949- 
1950 school term. At Pahokes 
€chool your funds will- furnish 
2679 lunches to kids who otherv 
would suffer for lack of food. Each 
case is thoroughly investigated by 
County Welfare .workers before 
children are extended this charity. 
In many cases the freé school 
lunch is the only sufficient meal 
the child receives each day. 

The Salvation Army’s part is 
done quietly and efficiently. It is 
far reaching. The care and guid- 
ance of unmarried mothers, food, 
clothing, shelter, Christmas bask- 
ets and toys to white and negro 
alike, are some of the benefits, In 
addition, dozens of indigent child: 
ren are sent'to summer camps.

at all times and has served with 
credit tnd distinction. If he wants 
a rest and a chance to return to 
his own personal life, he certainly 
has earned it. The people of Flor- 
ida and especially residents of his 
district owe him a debt of grati- 
tude, and everyone sincerely ræ 
grets losing his able representa- 
tion in Washington. 

It isn't going to be an easy mat- 
ter, to fill “Pete's” congressional 
shoes. Whoever we choose to take 
his place will have a tough row to 
hoe. It will be difficult to find 2 
man as level headed, consciencious 
and hard working as Peterson has 
been. 

The first district is growing by 
leaps and bounds. Newcomers are 
steadily swelling its population, 
Business and industrial develop- 
ment are, “evident on every hand. 
Its proper representation in Wash- 
ington is more imperative today 
than at any time in its history. 

When the experienced and suc- 
cessful business exécutive faces 
the loss of a trusted, able and 
proven employee he does not wait 
until, the day the man leaves to 
start looking around for someone 
to take his place. Nor does he 
“hire” the first applicant for the 
job without a full and careful con- 
sideration of his qualifications for 
the post. 

We should apply the same yard- 
stick in the selection of our pub- 
lic employees that smart business 
men apply to the selection of their 
key employees. While the next 
election may seem a long way off, 
it still isn’t a bit too early forthe 
People of the first congressional 
district to begin looking over the 
field and thinking about who they 
want to send to Washington in 
Peterson's place. 

There will be plenty seeking the 
job, there always are, but it doesn’t 
necessarily follow that the fellow 
“looking for a job” is always the | 
best man for the job, and this is a 
case where “less than the best” 
won't do. 

We are going to need someone 
who has a record of proven ability. 
A man who has.amply demonstrat- 
ed his ability to accomplish worth- 
while things. A man whose_honesty 
and integrity is beyond reproach. 
A fnan with a keen knowledge of 
business and industry within the 
district and their needs, but who 
at the same time understands tne 
problems of labor and the _ litt!e 
man. A man who cannot be sway- 
ed by big money and private in- 
terests or browbeaten by. labor 
leaders and agitators. A man who 
can stand on his own feet, make 
his own decisions after carefully 
weighing all the evidence and act 
in the best interdst of all 
best interest of all the people just- 
ly and fairly. 

That sounds like a big order and 
it ig a big order. We have men in 
the first district who can méasure 
up but they are not political aspir- 
ants. It is doubtful if any man 
with such qualifications could be 
expected to. seek the office. If we 
are fortunate enough to find such 
a man, it would probably be neces- 
sary to draft him.

the second week. Legislators were 
tackling the momentous task of 
reconciling thé increasing govern- 
mental costs ‘and mounting taxes 
with demands for new revenue to 
meet the needs of a young and 
growing state. 

Senator John R. Beacham intro- 
duced the first medsure designed 
to provide the State's share of 
revenue .required to meet the Fed- 
eral government's requirements 
under Certral and South Florida's 
208 million-dollar Flood Control 
Plan. It calls for a one-half cent 
levy on all fuel oil sold in the State. 
Funds are to be earmarked for 
flood control and placed in the 
general fund.

Prior 
to the introduction of the Senator's 
bill, the Governor’s fuel oil meas- 
ure was introduced by Senator

courtesy”, the latter exempting 
fuel oil used in homes. Both meas- 
utes now go to the Senate finance 
and taxation committees. 

The general flood control biil 
will probably be introduced in both 
housés immediately after the East- 
er recess, following which it will 
go to the Flood Control and Water 
Conservation committees of both 
houses, a probably to the Finance 
and Taxation committees.

Look For 50 Million 


TALLAHASSEE — In its third 
week, «the Florida legislature is 
coming to grips with. public utility 
regulation, major -citrus law 

‘changes, the Warren livestock 
fencing bills and a joint investi- 
gation of the state welfare board's 
treatment of the needy aged. 

These are the high lights of this 
week's activity, coupled with daily 
consideration of a growing list of 
hills of lesser importance. The wel- 
fare investigation, touched off by- 
Senator Charley’ Johns of Starke, 
was brought before the house by 
Jack Monahan of Sumter county. 

Regulation of the rates of priv- 
ately owned ‘electric and gas utility 
companies by the state got a pub- 
lic hearing at which the only op- 
ponents were some municipalities 
which also own light and gas 
plants, and federal agencies fear- 
ing a conflict. with state law, Rep- 
resentatives Burwell and David of 
Broward’ proposed the bill in the 
house; Senator Henry S. Baynard 
of St. Petersburg sponsored anoth- 
er regulatory bill: in the upper 
house. 

The’ senate already has given 
committee approval to the Warres 

" livestock fencing measure, which 
, would close the range in. Florida 
after October 1, 1949, and make 
livestock owners liable for tie 
damage their animals may do. In 

_ the ‘house, .Representative Irlo 
, Bronson of Kissimmee ` heads & 
‘subcommittee determined ‘to pro- 
tect ‘tHe small cattle owners, by 
limiting fencing to main federally 
numbered highways, and reducing 
liability to $1,000. 

The citrus fight got off to a 
good start at a public hearing in 
which the taste test people clash- 
ed in thefirst major bout with the 
members. who believe citrus laws 
should be left as they are.
